Band? , having hoyſted Say], it pleaſed Godto 

B atford 
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afford us an oportune wind, v hich in the ſpace 
of.14. dayes bleſt us with a happy arrivall at 
Mecaſſu, where unr ſtay exceeded not the limirs 
of a week, infomuch that wichin fourteen Þays 
more we were :atcly delivered in the Iilands of 
Baxnde, but the period of our Voyage was not 
£ill we cam: to Pullaroone, which is the Weſter 
moſt [{]lands of choſe parts, at which place (our 
Sayles being filled wich a favuurible wind from 
Heaven ) we Anchor.cd in the moſt variable 
Moneth of M.rch, with'as much joy and thank- 
fulneſs, as ſafety and preſent cont:nt: In thc ie 
parts the Reader may pleate to iake notice of 
one remarkable thing, the Wind (eminent for 
nothing more then ics uncertainty) teats it 1elf 
in the Eaſt, and revels there for 5. moneths,and 
at the expiration of that time gives an Acquit- 
tance to Zepherus,& fromthe Orient poſts tv the 
Occident, an\ there ent: rtains it telt 5. months 
more, proclaiming (as it were) September and 
March to be two certain. uncertain Moncths :

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lay with fuch dexcerity, that they can hard- 

y be equallca by any,buc chamielvs; They are 
Eourtuvus and affable, buuncefull and reipe-

gainlt the common Enemy ; Theſc People for 
a time injoyed as much terreen happineſſe as 
they could d:tire, and mure then they could 
deſcrve,but at laſt they were 1ubdu<dand ſub- 
jJugated by that avaricious, tyrannicall and 
fallatious Nation the Duich,, whole infidelTi- 
"tiesand Tragical] Aktions craves more imvit- 
tered expretſion, then the world affords Inke

. there reſident ; that Captain Courtupe was In 
. the Lantore Iſland, and that within three or 
four nights he was expeCtcd to make his re- 
turn to Pullarooze; Which welcome newes put 
' them into a ſerious conſideration of miſchief, 
how they might intrap him in his tranſporta- 
tion ; They underſtanding ( by the informa- 
tion of their welcome Tray _ that Captain

our friends, and the totall of our ſtrength was - 
tut one Oranbagg and two or 3 imall Prooes _ 
or little Boats ; but we knew our Iſland, be- . 
ins the next neighbour to the Veſfe], ſhould. 
be firſt (aJuted with the news, to which pur-. 
pole that day about three or four of the eJock 
in the afternoon the great Boats or thievifh 
Bandaneeſes men of War came on fhoar, toing 
of this Veſſel,yer we could nor diſcover whe- 
ther it was a Dutchman, or an Exgliſhman, 10 


that we being covetous of the truth, Janched 
B4 from 
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'from our little Iſland of Nalacco with one. of 
{our Boats man'd with nine men, to diſcover 
what news, but coming amongſt them J] my 
Felf being one of them) we found it to be a 
ſmall Veſſel of the Hollayders, ſtrengthned bur 
-with ſeven men, and three of the chieteſt of 
*Ehem the Bardaxeeſes had killed, and thrown 
away their bodies, but their heads they 
Trought aſhoar, the fight whereof made us 
fcmly apprehenſive of Gods immediate juftice 
and Judgement ſhewed on them, that had bin 
Fo unjuſt to others ; but for the 4. that were 
| > alive, Captain Hazes bought them of the 
'Bardaneeſes,what Market he made] know nor, 
Þur if he gave above pence a-piece, his Market 
was bad, in reſpeCt the Jaſt proved ſo ill; by 
'theſe people we came to the knowledge of the 
agreement and peace concluded between the 
"Dutch and us, for we found Letters to that ef- 
Fee, the news of which made our Captain 
forthwith ſend away the 4. Dutchmen which 
"he had bought, to Pulaway ; we alſo proffered 
"them the Veſſel! which our Captain had 
"bought of the Bardaneeſes, but their modeſty 
'tras ſuch, that they (to our admiration) re- 
. fuſed to accept of that which our purſes paid 
"For, ſo defired us to keep it and convert it to 
our own uſe, forby their Letters they were 
"fully informed what firength both we and 
Io | FS them- 
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'chemſelves had comming, which made them 
civilly politick, or politickly civil. 


Now within a Month after our hearts wepe 
very much exhillerated by the approach ofan 
Engliſp Ship, called the I zons Claw, the pre» 
ſence of this Veſſel baniſhed our former Mes» 


lancholly,and we that before were almoſt cons 


triſted to death,were now elevated into extre- 

mity of joy. : 
Bur the old Principle holds true, Nxlum vis 

olentum eſt pergetuum , no extream is perma- 


nent, neither were theſe extream new Joyes 


to my ſelf and fome few others, which fhall 
ao torthwith knowiggly and ſadly rela- 
ted. 

The Ship which I formerly made mention 
of being arrived with commodities, cauſed 
our Captain to ruminate abuur the ſettlement 
of his Faftory in the I{land of Laztore, upon 
which it was demo1.ded whe would, or dared 
to venter the undertaking of the Faftory in 
Lautore; and to ſpeak according to truth,in- 
deed many were unfitting, and many weye 
unwilling to go,becaule they fear'd an alters- 
cion, our Captain being in thi: dilemma, in 
reſpeC& of the unwillingneſſe and diſabiliry of 
moſt of the Company to goe to the Fatery, I 
wiph two more freely proffered our ſelves,and 
was as willingly and freely __—_ _ 

oade 
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loaded with the retribution of many thanks 


from our new Captain, but our after expcri- 
ence inſtrufted us to believe that they were 
the wiſeſt that ſtaid upon Nalaccaliland til the 
laſt, for although our thoughts were ſowne 
with the ſeeds of profit, and expeed to have 
rept the double benefit in our Eſtates, we 
received more then trebble loſſes by the perti- 
dious Hollander, beſides the great danger and 
hourly hazzard of our lives, and the extream 
uniſhment we received in our bodies, and all 
bh the [ewiſh dealings of the too much infen- 
tiate Hollander 3 as often as I think of their 
unparralelled and almoſt unimitable ſeverity 
T cannot but admire,and praiſe with admir3- 
tion, that great God which ſtrenethned and 
ſo much enabl-d me to undergo thoſe heavie 
preſſures which were loaded upon me by 
thoſe Patrons of cfuelty 5 God forgive th:m, 
and grant that 1 may be truly conſiderate and 
thankfull co him for ſparing my life in ſ-ch 
eminent dangers, and for preſerving me he- 
therto ever ſince that time, it being from this 
time 31. years ſince thoſe barbarons exations 
vere impoſed upon me by the Turkiſh-1ike 
Hollander, whoſe haſene's [ want as mnich lJan- 
guage to expreſs, as I crave patience to for- 
give; had our deſerts importuned the leſt of 
their Tyrannics,it would have put ſome gloſs 
upon 
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—_ the face of ſo foul dealings; bur I pro- 
teſt (ro my knowledge we never treated them 
with the Teaft incivility , but were alwayes | 
willing to live quietly amongſt them, bur the * 
turbaJancy of their ſpirits alwayes put a falſe 
conſtruttion upon our true meaning,daily la- 
bouring to fx amd us, and thoſe that were 
our Adherents, as ſhall forthwith be de» 
clared. | 
Not long after our ſafe Arrivall and ſettle- 
ment in Laxtore, there arrived a Junck with a 
China man,laded with comodities,and hounds 
like after their ſcent came the full mouth'd 
Hollander, and with them a Veſſel encituled, 
A Float, with great Guns in her purpoſely for 
Battery, this Veſſell was towed moſt part of 
the way from Fackatray ( which they now 
nic k-name, and ca}l Battavia) bur rhete Hel- 
landers lying about Laxtore, began to parley 
with the Laxtore man, and continued there 
parlying about two Months ; but this benefit 
we had, that which the Dutch agitated by day 
we were informed by the Lantore men at 
night, by which we underſtood how impor- 
ranate the Dutch was to have the Tland of Lan- 
tore into their hands and cuſtody, ſometimes 
they would fairly perſwade and intreat the

bar they had ſufficient firength to guard them 


from all the Nations in the world, if they | 


would give them a pawn to enjoy the profits 
of their Fruics at thotc tcrmes the Knghſp had 
eonditioned wich them : The Laxtore men 
being in this perplexiry,and doubring among 
- themſelvs what might happen to them by the

The ?i:U[and-r perceiving how inſuccesfull 
thcir firſt 1rtemor was, atter two or three days 
confil..tim whac couries they might beſt 
and moſt ſafeſt rake; they began co tir th:m- 
le[ves on the laſt day of Feb1».,rz, 1620. und 


on the 1. of March tullowing'in the muriing, 
: ab. u* 
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about fix of the clock, we being up andready 
in our Fa&ory, Mr. Razdolph ſummoned us 


(as his uſuall courſe was) to come to prayers, 
prayers being ended;he commanded the Cook 


to provide breakfaſt, which accordingly was 
done, bur it was the laſt breakfaſt that ever 
thac Cook provided for me, for on a ſudden 
there arrived at our ears {uch a ſallet of out- 
cryes,that made us wiſh ive had eat our break- 
faſt without ir, for the Bandareeſes, which had 
the charge of the lower Town,falured us with 
an unexpetted Alarum,thar the Hollanders was 
landed, and were upon their march towards 


the Town, having landed on the Weſt ſide of | 


che LantoreIiland near to a place called Lou- 
quee their poilicy thought it moſt expedient 


eo land their ſternmut Boar firſt,and fo by de- 
degrees landed all cheir men without any loſs |, 


of blood or men on the Hollayders fide : Thus 
being landed, we prefently and ſadly heard 
the beating of Drummes; and looking roward 
the upper Town , we diicerned the Hollanders 
Colours; which cau{'d onr Colours ( in re- 


fpeCt of the inddennets of the bufineſs I to re- | 


treat to our hearts, and there lie buried till 
our Enemics p:111'd them out, Vi, & Army; but 


being now ſvurr unded, and expetting every , 
hour to groan out our ſouls, we thought it 


morc convenient to dyc at our doors , 'think- 
| ing 
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Ing that our language might ſomething mitri- 
gate the fury of eur new come unwelcome E- 
hemies 3 but the Hollanders placed in their 
front, a Nation called the Zapaxeeſes, a people 
of Fapan,but they centred not into our Fadtor 4 
but beſet the houſes round 5 theſe were all 


Gun-men; having ſarall Guns much like our 


Cullivers; with braſs barrels, ſo theſe Souldi- 
ers called our, and required us to come out of 
our houſes; or they would ſhoot us, where 
they found us ; Then we three Exgliſhmery 
came to the door; and having preſented our 
telves before them, they Preſencly ſtood pre- 
ſented againſt ns, ready to give / Go So the 
Fronteers called ont unto us, and told us tha? 
we muſt be their priſoners, to which purpoſe 
they took us into cuſtody, ſtrittly examining 
of us whether there was no more of us, the. 
ruth is ( I thought they had too many of 
us already ) but in conclition we told them 
that we had one Armenian miore;lo whillt they. 
were roguiſhly bukie in binding of ns, ſome of 
their afſociaces dragged out the poor 01d Hr- 
meniaman, whom I thought would have died 
for fear of dying,” his age being not able x0 
encounter with ſich youthfull Tyrannics ; 
bur in the interini , I egook the boldneſs 
ro ask my bauſe vforkman , which -w29 ve- 
ry balte in tying my hands, whether the mer- 
C cilefFe 
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cilefſe Hollander would trouble himſelfe fo 
much as to kill us, ornoz who replyed, and 
ſwore a ſufficient Oath, that I ſhould not be 
killd by any till he had brought me to ſpeak 
with the He/landers; toby theie fapandaries 
we were brought intothe Market-place of the 
lower Town, and there we were commanded 
to kneel down,ſo they brought a Nockedy of 
a Junck, which isa Maſter of a m—_ and tied 
him to my right arme ; arid preſently came 
another fapander, and cut off his head, at 
which I was ſtarting up, expe&ting my own to 
go next; bue my Guardian leapt upon my 
two ſhoulders, and kept me down, ſo before 
my face they cut his budy into piecemeals, fo 
that ac that time I could not caſt my eyes any 
way,but I ſadly obſerved them curting in pie- 
ces men,women, and children in the ſtrezts,ſo 
- thatthe town was a Shambles of dead men. 
Now after eleven of the clock,although we 
heard nothing more diſtinAly then the moſt 
lamentable and horrid cryes of men, women, 
and children, being brought to ſuffer death 
by their enemies) we were commanded to 
march into the upper Town of Laxtore, where 
the blood-ſucking Ducch fate in moſt Maje- 
ftick pomtp ; at our fiſt appearance before 
thcm, we were courtcouily entertained with 
the cicles of Rogu:s, nay bait Rogues,” the ba- 


{eſt 
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ſeſt of all Rogues, except (as I thought ) Dutch 
Rogues 3 the ſecond courſe was Villaines, 
bur not Hogen and Mogen ones; the third was, 
Traytors to the States of Holland, and to our 
own King of Ex2lu14, and that we were moſt 
worthy to be hang'd out of the way ; which 
words all of us heard wich much regret and. 
diſtaſt,in reſpeft that we could be no-ked then; 
confident,that we deſerved no ſuch imibittered 
language from them ; But to come to the buſi- 
neſs,we three (I cannot ſlay merry men) Exg-: 
lijhmen, were preſently condemned'to. be tyed 
to 3. ſevcrall poſts, but what to do we knew. 
no more then the poſts, till afterwards expe- 
rience made us feel what we were ſent for, be- 
ing miſerably dragged along to the poſts, we 
were molt violently cy*d to them, inſomach, 
that the blood yas ready tg ſtart out of our 
fingers ends, and our hands being tormented 
from their uſuall colours, look'd black, and 


(as it were) mourned for the miſeries our bo-, 


dies were like to endure, the extremity of 
which tortuces mide us ſadly cry out to be 


looſed, and our cryes were {o prevalent, that. 


irmoved them to pitty our hands, and puniſh 
our necks, for they. z little, and "in truth ) but 
2 lictle looſned onr kands, and tyed our necks 
ſo cloſe to the potts, that indeed | c>ti1d hardly

' perſwade my ({If but that there wa7 ana ablo-. 
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Jute incorporarion between my neck-and+ the 
united poſt; theſe corments I lookt upoyt as; 
ſympromes of an enſuing death, for infleed 


we exped&ed it, being tyed FR and neck to- 


the poſts ; but on a iudden the fleavensfrow- 


ning at theſe impicties, ſent _ ſuch a- 


ſhower of rain for one hour ana halt, that 
the like was never before known by any there 
preſent; the Rain ſurcealing, we three ſtand- 


ing all the while (in diſpight of our teeths)in: 


the Rain, delired that we might be once more 


looftied, for the rain had ſo much ſhrunck vp 


our cords, that they pinched us even unto 
death ; not long after we were looſned, but 
had I not ſcen my hands (which was as much 


asI could well do) I had abſolutely thought, 


my hands had taken diſtaſte at my body, and 
{oleftme; had our miſeries ended here, we 
had been very happy, in reſpe& of what fol- 
lowed after ; but ſee the frailty of man , that 
had rather ſuffer a thouſand torments, then 
dye once; I remember it is reported ofa great 
Tyrant, when any was to dye, he would have 
as many torments inflicted upon him , as 


could beimigined, and being asket the reaſon 
he rcplved, Ut ſexti.t ſe mori , that a man may. 
know he dyes : So our Dutch tormentors. 


eu not becontented to atford us great tor- 
#10115, batmilt ft] dy greae, for fudden- 
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iy akcer they placed the old Armexian with ns 

on ground {lippery hill,where we expetted to 
recave our laſt puniſhment, for we were much 
afraid that tht half Pike men would have for- 
c&ftus down the back fide of it into the O- 
cean, but within half an hour there came an 
Order that we ſhould be tyed one upon the 
back of another, and ſo carry one another 
down the better fide of the hjll; being thus 
compelled to obey this cruel command, I 
took Mr. Randslph and earried him, and Mr. 
Gates took the old Armenian, and with great 
difficulty and paines we got down without 
tumbling, hoping when we came at the bot» 
tome to have been eaſed of our burthens, but 
we found no ſuch clemency from them, for 
inftcad of abſtrafting, they largely added to 
our former miſcries, buttiting us with our 
burchens faſt ryed to our bh and if we 
asked whether it were the faſhion to uſe us 
priſoners in that nature, they would largely 
anſwer us in the dumb language of their un- 
ſanAified fifts, inforcing us to go with oup 
loads upon our backs to ſhew them the way 
out of the Town, we not daring to make the 
leaſt refiftance, but with ſeeming content at- 
tended their pleaſure, and ſhewed-them the 
Place where we uſed formerly to caſe our 


ſelves ( but could _ at the preſent of our 


3 bur- 
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burthens) the place was 12. foot high, the 
ſtones being ſo laid one upon another, yet 
we (like Pedlars with our ware at our 7, $) 
were compelled (I cannot ſay to crawle over 
them, in reſpe& we had not the uſe of our 
hands) but by the afliſtance of my toes, el- 
bows and chin] for my part got up to the 
top of the wall, but Mr. kando!ph that was my 
back friend ſhewed me a lippery trick (the 
cord breaking) fell from my back, and I (out 
of policy, becauſe I would not take up my 
burthen again) ventured to break my neck, 
and fell down on the other ſide of the wall; 
but poor Mr. Kandolph, that almoſt roſted me 
before with heat in carrying of him, was him- 
ſelf as well baſted (for not making more haſte 
over the wall) as I believe hands could do it, 
and [ am ſure (were healive to witneſs it) he 
would ſay, that he needed no more baſting in 
a year after. | 
Neither wa: this the Fin of our miſery,but 
as one wave gives place to another, ſo did our 
torments; for cumming on the other ſide of 
the wall, thoſe beaſts of prey ( the Hoander ) 
faſtned their pawes upon us, and like Lions, 
dragged us to their Den, which was a Boat 
hr ay pong to row us to the Ship cal- 
ed the Holiand, which Iay neer two leagues 
diſtant ſrom the place we were taken, but be- 


ing 
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ing attendcd to the Boat with ſeverall curſes 
and ſtripes, we (though unwillingly) ftept in 
bur becauſe we ſhould not forget our former 
trade, they forthwith took us (onely the 4r- 
menian excepted. and bound us harder then 
before to the thoughts.of the Boat, inſomuch 
that through our cxrremity of pain, we ear- 
neſtly implored our Butchers to be ſo merci- 
full co us,as to cur our throats,but our plead- 
ings, Jamentations,and ſad cryes, proved mu- 
fick to their ears, inſomuch that inſtead of 
compaſſionating our groans, they laught to 
hear them (ure the Turk is more merciful to 
his Slaves, then thee Tyrants were tous poor 
naked men : At Jaft we came to the Ship cal- 
led the Holland, where we were preſently en- 
quired after by thoſe in the Ship, at whoſe en- 
quire and command we were charged to climb 
up by a roap into the Ship,but for the preſent 
neither of us was able to touch a Ropes end 
to hoiſt our ſelves up, but ſate bemoaning of 
our ſelves, lamenting to think how - 
ally they had lamed us; but at laſt the: Pro- 
voſt of the Ship commanded ſome of his men 
to come into the Boat, and hand us in by main 
ſtrength; being thus ſhipt, the Provoſt con- 
demned us every one to a ſeverall place of 
ſuffering z as for me,] was placed at the Beeck 
head of the Ship,a place where they could not 
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cometoecale themſelves at Natures Coſtome- 
houſe,but I muſt take the ſcent of their rayles, 
and I am confident they took delight (and T 
fear ſome of them took phytick purpoſely) to 
vifite me, and after their viſitation they 
would goe upon their Fore-Caftle, and 
laugh , vomiting forth raylings againſt the 
Engliſh , expreſſing their AﬀeCtion which 
they beare to our Nation ; this I under- 
ſtood becauſe] was $kilfull in their ſpeech ; 
Thus fateI in this ſurreverentrall poſture chained 
to my ſeat, and the other two were chained, 
one at the Lar bote catt-head, and the other 
at the Stare-bote catt-head of the ſhip ; We 
were thus kept aſſunder, becauſe if any of the 
Bandaneeſes could or would juſtifie that we had 
been upon the plat-forme in reſiſtance againſt 
the Hollander , then our necks had paid for 
the offence of our hands ; bur GOD beprai- 
ſed, none of them could, or would juftifie 
It. \ | = _, 
In this ſorrowfull, and lJamentable conditi- 
on we three Exgliſh-men lay ( well may the 
Reader judge) to our little profit,but Jeſs eaſe, 
for the Sun lying within five degrees of thoſe 
Iſlands, caſt ſuch penetrating rays upon us, 
'thathad we not ſpent much greace before, we 
might we]l-expeCtcd to have been almoft mel- 
td, 'þutthe njght comming on , we _ an 
L877 *.: | altc- 
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alteration,by reaſon that in Nero Roade the va” 
' pours aſcend from the ſea,the moiſtneſs where- 
'of ( had not the Almighty Proteftor defended 
'us from it ) had been: ſufficient to have ſuffo- 
cated us, or elſe to have furniſhed us with fick- 
nefles ſufficient to have pur a period to our ſuf- 
ferings, for very few that dye in thoſe parts, 
'dye of any other diſcaſe, then the Feaver, or 
'theFlux ; and that which added ſcmething 
more to our miſeries, was, that none of us had 
any thing to proteC& us from. the boards; or 
deteCt us, cither from the violent heat by day, 
| -or the vapourous cold by night; and againe, 
; Jam confident,we were ſo odious to the Dutch, 
that not any of them were guilty of ſo much 
commileration, as to furniſh us with the leaſt 
"of any thing that might adde comfort to our 
diſtrefſe, onely this moſt horrible comfort we 
' ſhould conſtantly have intruded into our ears, 
{ that within two dayes more, a rope ſhould be 
| ourPhilitian(but we could not perſwad them, 
 (thatwere fick of Tyranny) to uſe it them- 
ſelves ) ſame of them would often flatter us to 
our faces,and ſay, That no men in the world 
would become a halter , like an Exngliſh- 
man. | 
} Judge then { Judicious Reader) how dif- 
ſonant thefe expreſsions were to our de- 
preſſed Spirits; and I beſcech you, ler your 
| ſerions 
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ſerious conſideration refle& upon their Ty» 
rannyes and our extremeties, think but how 
keelingly we were laſh'd into miſerie, and 
when we thought that our complaints would 
have induced them tobe compaſſionate, their 
diſpoſitions were ſo contaminated with Bar- 
bariſme, that their Joyes were as exuberous 
- aSour ſorrow ; May not theſe enormeties well 
prove Arguments to invite us to beleeve, That |! 
FF their Power were correſpondent to their | 
ſanguine thoughts , wee ſhould finde than | 
worſe Task-maſters , then ever experience 
made the Hebrewes find from the hands of the 
Egyptians; And for my own part, I ſeriouſly 

Proteft, that if it pleaſed the Greas Determiner 
of all things, ro command me to yeeld my bo- 
. dy tobe tormented , I had farr rather chooſe 
the Turks, then the Dutch Tortures , for the 
cruelty of their mercyes, Iam confident, are 
far tranſcending: the Turkiſh extremeties, and I 
know that their wp inclinations to- 
wards us would not be conſumated, wll com- 
- Pleated fury riotts it ſelf into an unparaleld 
revenge; Yet, had the People ( which aretoo 
much ebrictated with Mallice ) but ſo much 
confideration,as to remember how many em[- 
. nent favours our Nation has formerly accu- 

mulated _-_ them, ſure they could not bue 
- Ingenuouſly confeſs,their difſabillity to com- 
| | penſate 
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penſate our deſerts, but their Ingratitude has 


'been our reward, Sed de bis, ſatis, quia ingrates 


dixi ; butI will here deſiſt from progreſſing 
any further into their iggratitude, and return 
to my former ſubjeCt. D995 Op 

Being ( as I have formerly told you ) thus 
carbonadoed in our bodies,and ſadly perplexe 
ed in our minds, we began to ruminate what 
courſe we might beſt take to procure ſome cafe 


to our diſtreſſed and diſtempered ſelves; And 


after a ſhorr pauſe, we thought ic convenient 
to perſwade our enemies to furniſh us with 
pen,inke and paper, thatin a Peticionall way 


we might expreſſe our mindes to the chicf in 
the ſhip,called Holand; the effeft whereof was, 
That ( in reſpeCt of cur daily vexations and 
troubles,our bodies were very much impaired, 


and our hearts dejefted ) we deſired to much 


favour from rhe chief of them, as to bc a little 
free'd from onr chains, and obtaine ſo great a 
priviledge,as to walk or fit berv:ecn the Decks 
of the ſhip, that ſo our bodies and mindes 
mightfinde the comfort of a ſhort relaxation 
After ſome conſideration, our hearts were ex- 
hillerated with the newes of our releaſe, we 
( being forthwith taken from our Jrkiome 
Oo began to conceit our ſelves into a 
ſtrange kind of happines, bur this happines, as 
it was ſoon obtained, ſo it as ſoon expired,for 

Ce | _ 
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we were forthwith ( through their goodnefſe 
and clemency ) commanded to be pur into a 
great bolt ofIron , about Eight foot long at 
the leaſt, inſomuch that we were forced to be 
idle becauſe we could not ſtirr , but onely fit 
upon the Deck, and God knowes , wee had c- 
nough of that before, if their pleaſures would 
have given them leave to conſider it ; but they 
that felt no miſery themſelves, knew not how 
eto commiſerate ours, yet the extent of their 
favours was ſuch, that every other day we 
were ſeverally brought out of our bolts, but 
not for our caſe, but for their pleaſures, for we 
were compelled every one of us ſeverally to 
anſwer co certain Intercogatories, infomuch 
that if they had found us in ſeverall tales, Eyg- 
land had never heard this ſad truth from my 
mouth : but our conſtant ſitting and Iying 
grew ſo tedious tons, that we thoughtit con- 
venient to Petition them againe for eaſe, yet 
we were ſomething doubtfull in reſpe& of our 
former Succeſs, bat the violence of our Suffe- 
rings ſtrengthened our intentions, and we re- 
ſolved to Perfition , that we might finde ſo 
much favour from their hands, as to be rein- 
chained, and permitted to walke above, or be- 
low the Decks, as our Chains ſhould permitt, 
and our occaſions require; our Petition being 
granted, we were acquitted of our troubleſom 
Balt, 
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againſt the E NG LISH, &c. 29 
Bolt, but mew Torments ( like the Hydra's 
heads ) preſently ſucceeded the old; wee were 
no ſooner out of our Bolts, but we were pre- 
ſently exalted, and carryed up, and ſer in the 
heatand colde as formerly ; neither was that 
all , for our leggs were forthwith fſalluted 
with a Bolt of about a foot long , with both 
our knees wrung together ſo hard, that our 
Torments may better be imagined, then ex- 
preſt, our. conditions were {o Jamentable, thar 
we conld not ſo much as ſtirc our bodies from 
the place where we lay, but with miſerable 
content we were -conſtrained'to undergoe our 
extreamities; In this moſt deplorable condiei- 
on we continued the ſpace of 48 hours,unpit- 
tied by thoſe mercileſs Nerves ; being in extre- 
mity of pain, wee earneſtly importuned chem 


for the poſſeſſion of our great Bolts again, 


which requeſt was accordingly granted, and' 
we put in lawfull poſſeſſion by them,where we 
remained compleat 16 dayes, hearing nothing 
ſo much, as the diale&s of hanging and torte= 
ring, which muſt necds be very placent to our 
diſtreſſed hearts : Being thus almoſt worne our 
with Sufferings, one of my miſerable afſociats 
( over-burthened with Opprefſion ) was de- 
prived ot his health, and with an extream 
Flux,was very much debillerated in his body, 
Mr {4 lolh a1] this while kept himfelf in 2

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good condition ofhealth, and ſo continued; 
asformy iclt, I thank my Great Preſerver 


( GOD JI continued in health, and was egro-. 


Tus animo mag quam corpore, more imbecill in 
minde then body;bur one thing [ cannot with- 
Our praile to God , and admiration, omitt to 
recite, which is, Thatin the ſpace of 21 dayes, 
] never enjoyed the benelic of Nature more 
then four times, and yet all che while was ve- 
ry tancin my body : but as for my concom?- 


rant, Mr. Gates, hewas in chetime of his (ick-. 
neis molt {adly uſed by them. in reſpeCt of his 


often necellity,being troubled vith an exceed- 
ing Flux; theſe incomparable Villans, in the 
ab.cace of the Frovole, would not let this 
poor man out of the Bolts, but compelled him 
to uſe the Platter wherein we conſtantly eat 
our meat ; rheſe things were very nnlavery to 
us, yet theſe inhumane Creatures would uot 
1a the leaſt be ſeniible of our callamities; thus 
we lay ſadly waſting our tedious and tireſom 
hours, expeCting every minute to have heard 
the tidings of death, but the hand of heaven 
reſtrained them, and as. our 1ins led us into 
theſe ſufferings, ſo His hand of Mercy afcer- 
wards led us out, which follows, and will 

forthwith fall into our Relation. 
In choſe parts, there lycs a Road2, known 
by the name of N-ro Roade, the comming in 
wherc- 
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#7 4inft the ENG LISH, &c. Jt 
whereof lies to the Weſtward between Goonape 
and LaxsoreIfland, which is the lacgeſt liland 
in Banda; This Nero Roade is ſurrounded with 
Iſlands, having onely a Paſſage our of the Eaſt 
and Weſt eowards Roſe and Garg Ifland , over 
againſt the Ifland of Lantore ; there is alſo ano». 
ther Ifland, near adjacent, which is called, 
Poulee Swanga, which I make mention of in re- 
ſpe of the name, which ſignifies, being inter- 
preted, the I{land of Devill,and may well be ſo 
called, becauſe of the ſterilitie , both of truir, 
and Pcople; but to come to my ſtory ; Into 
this Nero Roade came ſailing two of our Exgliſh 
Ships bound for the Eaſt Indies, the one was 
the Exchange, the other the Star , theſe ſhips 
having been in the Roade about two or three 
dayes, their Commanders were informed what 
the Dutch had ated in Laztore, and how they 
had ſome Exgliſh Priſoners amongſt them, 
which Ezgliſh Priſoners, One Captain Fitch 
Herbert ſent to demand(which the reader may 
pleaſe to conceive wasno ſmall joy to us mi- 
ſerable Captives ) upon whoſe demand, the 
Datch forthwith unbolced us , and ſent us a- 
way, we not {o much rejoycing at our depar- 
eurc, as they did at our former milcries; Wee 
being arrived at the Erglih ſhips, word was 
preſcatly carried inco the thip called the 
Charge, to Captaine Fitch! Harbert , that the 
tnglifh

Enpliſp Priſoners were comming aboard, the 

Newes being thus reported, we were comman=: 
ded into the Cabbin, where we wereexamined 

by Captain Fitch Herbert concerning our being.

ſelves,which was, like Tyrants, and that he 
might ealtly perceive by our decrippeaneſſe 

what courle entertainment we foundamhneſt 

them; after we had made the full Relation of 
every perticular; he torchwith diſcharged us.,' 
without aading any relief tro bur manifold 

wants, Which indeed very much troubled us.” 
but he was pleaſed ( a purpoſe to berid of us )' 
to give us liberty and leave to go to Pullerrone 
as ſoon as we could ger any Paſſage, for which 
favour, wegave him a parcell of ſuch thanks 

as we thought the courtelie merrited. 
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comfortable blaſt, March ha- 


ving breathed its laſt for that year, April ſuc- 
ceeded, which Month we tpear at Nalaccy I- 
land, where our houſes were ſeated; not man*7 
weeks after-arcived the Ship, called che Ex- 
change, and came to Pullaroon and Nulacco to fer 
what nſen would go Weltward ; I being ouc 
thae was willing co. go, forthwith went <- 
boord, and from thence tavied to Amboyru 
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from Banda, at which'place we ſpent a com- 
plear Months time, and after ſet Sayle and 
cam? for the alulowce Hilands, where onr ſtay 
was no longer then whiltt we conld ſettle our 
Factories, it being Gods great mercy that I 
ſtayed not amongſt them ; after that, we came 
toTurxate to theTurnatians,with viihom we was 
ted a Moncth more, and afterwards we came 
back to an 1{hind called Mcckas, that lyes 11- 
dcr the Line, which liland containes a Caſtle, 
which Caftie contains a pair of Stocks, which 
pair of Stocks contained me; for tralyT think 
that thoſe well-tented Hollanders thought 1 
ſmelt{o mach of miſery, and that] was fic for

ſhcd pockets, and (TI hope the Reader will 1- 
magine) took away my money, for truly, [ 
thought ita picce of vanity to pucmy hand in 
after theirs came out, neither had [ heare to 
ag It, In rcipett I was confident to finde a 
ftrange vacuety there; neither would my mo- 
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bufited me into a very unwilling confeſſion 
wh rel had laid them, and ſome other goods, 
which1 brought with me; thus {{ canner ſay 
they lett me, but became ) moneyleſs, and 
clotheleſs, co my greac grief, and their no 
ſmall profit; In this poſture of poverty they 
forthwith dragged me to their (Inquiition ) 
the Caſtle, whereI found entertainment an- 
ſwerable to my expeation, tor they were 
not endued with tomuch manners as to make 
2 Poor man drink for his money, no nor for 
my cluth:s neither, but immediately (as if I 
h2d been born £0,no other purpoſe) they ſent 
me fadly.to the Stacks, where I fate, more 
Iikcly to ftch my hearc ont, then my leggs.; 
ms ruggcd life-guard leaving me, | b:oun to 
ruminace upon m7 misfortunes, and having, 
thonght my iclt inco a world of miſery, I be- 
gan to) with my heels art liberty, bur my wiſhes 
were n5 way prevalent; at Jlenzeh.having de= 
fitegared my ſpirics with cedi ous and crouble- 
ſome Mcdications, I endexrvoured.to ronze u7 
my drooning heart, informing my ſelf,char the 
more repinced, the greater addition gave to 
my ſorro'y, and thitl muſt Jabour > crown 
my ſufferings with patience, remem-ing that 
a2lchonzi the Sun is overhad owed vihm orc 
chen one cloul in a diy, vere conquers them at. 
I-&, and alongh his refptendonc raves of en 
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ſuffers 2n obnubelation; yet his primitive and + 
priſtine glory is no way excecnuarted, unl, che | 
world iutkers a momencary deprivation : Soa 
» Min in aft{ifti-n, alchough his externall parts 
are veyPd with milery, yet his inceraal qual- 
licies retain (nay ſometimes more then their 
utuall vigour) and are inſcnhible of any de- 
minution; with theſe and iuch like cogira- 
cionsI fatiated my thoughts, and hug'd my - 
bitcer-ſweet affiiitiuns ; but at lengch dut- 
ring to ſullacem7 fancy with new objets,my 
eyes took a ſurvey of the (cituatin of the Ca- 
Rlebur ſuddenly I diſcry'd a parcel of Muske- 
tiers comming towards m-, thc fight whereos 
made me 1utpicions that I ſhould forthwith 
breath my laſt, for I expctcd nothing more

red me the upper hand in the Stocks, yet they '

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Stocks together,. bewailing our 1ad misfore 
tunes, but my ftymack began to importune 
me for meat, having been in the Stocks all 
night, I may very well be excuſed for being 
both hungry andebiliys bur it is far eaſter 
for a man to ccmpluin, then to be relieved; 
therefore] rave my appetite an unwelcome 
check,and feaſted my 1e!f with content, which 
is but a mcane ſatisfaCtion to a raging to+ 
mack. | | 
Abcut8. or 9. of the clock in the morning, 
our Caftle-Ci miorters were pleated ro re- 
create themielves towards us, but our fear in- 
futed us to beli-ve it was rather to abuſe us, 
then to giveus a breakfaſt; bing come with» 
in the audit of a diſtinguiſhable voyce, they 
mer:ily made enquiry atter our healths, and 
we as ſadly told them, that we were onely 
weary V ith our tedious fitting, and at that 
time our ſtomacks were more agile then our 
legs; upon this (1 know not whether out of 
Pitty or malice) they were pleaſed to lend us 
the uſe of our legs again, bur were very care- 
full that we ſhould nct abuſe them, and to 
that purpoſe betray'd us into the cuſtody ofa 
Guard of Masketeers, which promoted us in- 
to an upper room in the Caſtle, where we 
Gayed ti}l we heard the welccm news of ſome 
that made enquiry after us, theſe enquirees 
D 3 being 
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our pretence chamber by our guard, we checr- 
fully ſaJutcd them, and gave them ſuch wel- 
comme entertainment as ow Pallace would at- 
fordus; we gave them audicnce, and by the 
ſcquc]] « ftheir diſcourſe , we gathered, that 
they came from our Ship to mcke enquiry at- 
£cr uf, Which news was no lets weleom, then 


proatitully agceptcd ; efter afhort perky with” 


thim, ve began to :fſime chertul] counte- 
nznccs; bur car winter ſufferings craved a 
flood, inicmuch that we earneſtly importu- 
ned our new c« me friends, tofetchusa little 
water, that we might wafh away cur ſorrows 
with cold comfort ; the water being brought, 
we lovingly tippled to one another; thete ce» 


remonies being paſt, our friends began to de- 


port themle]v< intoa poſture of departing,and 
we(not much inviting them to ſtay, in received 
wehad ntreared them tc bring ſome vicualls 
from thc Ship) cotirteouſly bid them ftarewel ; 
Thus they departed, Jeaving us behinde, 
acccmparicd with our ſorrows, and miſera- 
ble fleomackes, vhilſt our Cormorant Qu?rd 
Tantali: 64 ns with their tinmarner]y eating 
and drinking befcre our faces, deriding 2nd 
mocking t our hunger, whilſt we were for- 
ced to v iſhthat thev had cither no meet, or 
we no fiumacks ; By ihis time cur friends 
; were 


being ſafely and honourably conduftad t& 
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were arrived at the Ship, where they inform- 
ed ourCaptain of onc i]] uſage with the Dutch, 
who indeed was very apprehenſive of cur ſut- 
ferings, and forthwith commanded them to 
return to us with relief, and charged them to 
viſit us daily about $. of the clock, much ad- 
miring, and incenſed at the conflagrations of 
their malice towards us, willing them co ask 
whether it was the Dutch faſhion to uſe their 
priſoners with ſo much Tyranny and unpara- 
lelI'd Barbariſme : About 12. of the clock we 
were intormed of the approach of our friends, 
but they cntring, our ſtomacks for the pre- 
ſent would not permit our tongues ro expreſs 
our thanks «quable to their deſerts; bur after 
we had indifferendly quallificd and allayed 
the vigour of our memorable appetites,we be- 
gan to unbolcme our ſelves to them, expreſ- 
fing our gratefull acceptance of ſo welcome, 
(though ſo long abſent) a favour ; whilſt we 
were thus humouring of our much implaca- 
ble natures, our friends fecmed to be in a ſeri- 
cus ccuſultation with our Guards, enquiring, 
and deſcanting upon the reaſon of ſo much 
ſeverity towards us Engliſhmen 5 and why 
they ſkould,upon ſo lender an account,as the 
buying of Cloves upon their Iiland, uſe: ſo 
much violence againſt thoſe Captives they 


had taken, telling them how diſproportion- 
D 4 Ip able 
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able it was to a good conſcience, which aQi- 
ons(if cantinued) would make them an odiun 


to all Nations; theſe words ſeemed (as in- . 


deed they were) very unſavouly to their tur- 
bulant ſpirits; for they had ſo much habitu- 
ated themſelves to villany and baſeneſs, thar 
cuſtome had made it ro0 inherent for a remo- 
all; ] will not expend ſo much time as ro 
make a Narrative of their reſponds, in reſpe& 
LT intcnd to haſten to what ſhall be more mate- 
xiall. | | 
This day we ſpent with indifferent eaſe and 
contentment, but the night approaching, and 
our friends being departed from us, webegan 
to think of reſt, wondring where they inten- 
ded to diſpoſe of us that night,for we thoughe 
that they would not truft us in that room 
without a Guard ; but bur admiration was 
uickly converted in a compleat ſatisfation, 
Ge before night had abſo]ucely ſpread abroad 
her fable Curtains, there came a Dutch Fury, 
attended with ſour Musketeers, and comman=- 
ded me to take my leave of my fellow captive, 
and ſo violently took me away from him, and 
carried me to the Eaſt ſide of the Caftle, and 


Jefr Matthew Sawell, my former Companion, - 


on the Weſt fidc, and planted two Mucketeers 
at each of anr doors all the while we were in 
their cuſtedy, which was about $, dayes, all 

| which 
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which time we lay upon the boards,being nor 
allowed by them any thing to ſuſtain us, no. . 
not-ſo much as water;the next day our friends . 
comming to ſupply our wants, wondred to . 
ſee us at ſuch a diſtance one from another, de- 
manding of us thereaſon of our ſeparaticn; þ. 
but our {lender knowledge could net fatisfie 
their demands, but we were forced with as 
much paticnce as we could to endureall their 
1ad impulſives,and I bleſs and praiſe my great 
Redeemer, that he hath been thus graciouſly 
pleaſed to ſpare mylife,and hand me out from 
all theſe eminent and depraved extremities, 
which I hope will never be oblitrercd out of 
my ſerious mind; And I] hope God will be 
pleaſed to preſerve our Enghſh Nation from 
all-rheir plots and Tyrannics threatned , to 
my knowledge againſt us; for] am confident 
the Spaniard in $88. never intcnded to impoſe 
more cruelty upon us then theſe (ler it ſarisfie 
that] know not what to call them:) I will 
therefore aſſume ſo much boldnefs, as to ſpeak 
a word or two to our Nation, though T know 
ſome will condemn, what other by expert- 
ence will ſadly acknowledge': In ſhort, I 
know them experimentally, to be a people of. 

moſt operative ſpiritsz and hadI a Tragicall 
deſign to at, 1 ſhouldyps ſoon imploy them in 
it (provides it may tend to their gain) as the 
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beſt Teſuite now living, for I know.them to be 
ſuch undermining and inlinuating people, 
that like the Crocadile, they are moſt deftru- ! 
Ctive, when they ſhed mcſt tears; and for my | 
own part,] had inured my ſelf to believe leaſt, - 
when they ſpoke mt; nay, in concluſicn, 
neither to bclieve little or much of their rra- 
ditions; they are Lions, if Conquerours, but 
Spannels if conquered; And truly 1 dare noc 
believe but that they are very joyful of this 0- 
portunity to fall out with us Ergliſh,for I have 
heard them for many preccdent years declare, 
thar they weuld ſhow us, what Dutchmen were 

if ever they could finde cenvcniency to put 
their dcfigns in agitation ; I hope the Reader | 
will be ſo favourable to meas not to conceive | 
that I declare any thing out of malice or baſe 
ends; forlT proteſt, and am ready at any time 

to juſtific it with my litc, that] have not ex- 
preſt any thing but what is really correſpon- 
dent ro truth, andI am very much aſſured, 
that there be thoſe now living thar can teſtifie | 
with me hw many Tragicall deſignes, that 
have not onely been a&cd upon us, but upon 
many others, which are now too tedious to 
recite , I ſhall therefore return to my former 
Diſcourſe. 

B+ this time, the Reader may be pleaſed to 

eonjefture, that our 8, dayes ſufferings begins | 
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to draw toa cunclufton, for our Captain ſent 
to the Hilanders tu demand kis pritonere, for 
he intended nexr day to ſet Sayle, and leave 
tho:e parts ; the Hol ander upon Our Captains 
ccmmand, gave Order for our «enJargement,fo 
we were bronght down into the Cafſtle-yard, 
having nothing upon us bur our naturall ha- 
bics,for they ſtript us before;bur in our march, 
we obſerved a Gallery, in which were placed 
the chicf of the Czftle & Iſland, before whom 
we were forthwith called ; being approached 
neer unto themythey willed us to expreſs whe- 
ther we were willing-to go aboard our Ship; 
we repl;ed, that indced it was our hearty de- 
ſires, if we might be permitted, for it was bur 
{lender comfort for us to be flaves, if our Li- 
berties might be perticred, but the poverty of 
our ccndirtion was iuch that we v erc intc reed 
to expreſs to them v har an obligation they 
would lay upon ue, if they wou'd prove bur 
ſo favorable to n< as to ccmmand our clothes 
and goods to be re-dclivered unto us, which 


we were deprived by their appuiniment, to 


which they ſuddenly replyed, that cur pray-- 
ers wcn'd be a- prevalent and effeQtua]l for 
them with cur for ds, as with them, ſo wiſhr 
tis ro continue in that mind of praying ; for 
they told ns, that we being at their diſpoſall, 
they might as well hang, as releaſe pe, and as 

yet: 


\ 
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yet they were in ſuſpence, hether life or 
death were mcſt ſutabale to your deſerts; 
theſe words dropping from their rongues, 
which we knew were fo well furr'd with ma- 
lice. put us into ſuch an extaſte, that we 'yiel- 
ded our ſelves tobe 1c ſt men ; bur after ſome 
mature dcliberation, they were pleaſed to Tet 
us know, that in rcſpeC& we were the fi. ſt Frg- 
liſbmen that ever they took buying ct Cloves 
upon their Ifland ; they were willing to ſpare 
our lives; but if ever they ſhuuld hercafter 
takean Erpliſhnan in the ſame nature, they 
would not be ſo favourableas to hang them, 
but to whip them to death; the pronuncia- 
tion of this cruell ſcntence, I heard diſtinaly 
fall from their mouthes, with many other ca- 
lumnies, and violent railings againſt us, 1o 
that as before they had dragged us into their 


Den, now they ray]'d us out, from whence we. 


forthwith repaircd to our Ship. where we 
found civill and courteous entcrtainment 
from our Captain, who was verv much incen- 
{cd to hear the 1:d relation of our Captivity 
I hall once more inform the Reader, what I 
have hcara theſe boriſh people expreſs, which 
was to this «ffc@&; Alas, ſaid thev, what is 
England, it ec mpared to our High and Mighty 
States of the Netherlands, we know that wee 
have Ships cnow to bluck up all the Ergiifp 
Ports, 
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Ports, and if any difference ſhould ariſe, the 
root thuuld maniteſt the cruth : I have often 
wed chemi to be .o inhumane as to cake 
Veſſels from che Chmnay-men , and rob them 
of their goods, and at laſt drown the poor 
men; by tuch means many of theſe ſicophants 
have mightily incichcd chemlelves; neither 
was this tu.ticient to qualifie their avarcious 
hearts, but alſo miny {dies Ships beſides, as 
Weddal, and Carters, and many other which 
I could nominate, have been pillaged by 
them. | 
One inhnmane ation niore of theſe bloody 
H:B:1ders 1 ſhall not forbear to relate, with 
as much truti and exatnets as polhble; and 
T hope the jndicions Reader will pleaſe to fa- 
vouur me fo mach as to give credence to my re- 
port, which ſÞall not in the leaſt ſy]lable de- 
viate from truth; and if my own teſtimony 
will noc be fu iicient, I can have ic juſtified by 
one Bryan B-daoes,, a mum agcd abouc £0. who 
lives not far diſt ine from Lydon: The ſum 
of what T intend is this. One Captain Bali bcing 
Prefident of Beztam in the year 1617. was de- 
fred to give entertainment to tum: Bandaieee 
ſes, which were newly arrived, and dctired to 
addreis themſelvs to him ; the ryquiſt being 
civiil, was a .civilly granted, and chey were 
pertaitied ro pretent inemelyes beftore our 


Gevers 
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Governour, being thus cntertained, they be- 
2an to enter into a parley ; the Bun4neeſes 
being come from all che iſlands of Bula, 
brought with them a pawn ora pledge to pre- 
ſent to Captain Bz!, relating to him che Burs 
baciime and (everity of the Dutch towards 
them, and how they daily cxaCted upon them 
and mucrthered chem art their pleaſures, abling 
their «tives, whilft chey chemſielves Jouke on, 
and dar'd notin the leaſt reliſt them ; more- 
Over, their abeminable drunkenneſs made 
them daily riot inco all manner of mi{demea- 
nours, infomuch that at lift chey had made it 
tuch a caltomary thing, 3c ic was (no left 
then wonderfull ) to ice chem ſ1ber, and the 
rrith 15, they do fo much beftiace themſelves 
that they naturallize cbriety, and make chcm- 
ſelvs the (ink of bateneis; tor theie ani the 
Iike reaſons, the diſt:<fled Bardaneeſes earncit 
ly requcited Captain Bal, that he wou!d be 
lealcd to far to compailionate their ſorrow- 
El conditions, as to accept of their Gage, 
and receive their Iflands into his jurifdition, 
and detend them trom the Tyrannies of the 
intruding and unmercifull Holander, the 
weight of whoſe opprefiions were beyond the 
itrength of their endiirance; therefore it che 
would accept of what theyproffcred,he wonld 
vers mach untlare thim, and as they believed 
\\ ne» 
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no way Prejudice himſelf, nor our Exg/iſh Na- 
tion : To which Captain Ball ceplyed,thac in 
regard they had given (as he conceived) their 
Iſland already to the Dutch, it was no way a- 
greeable toreaſon, for him to take away that 
by force from the Dutch, which they had ob- 
tained by favour; therefore he defired them 
to ceale their importunity ; To which the 
Bandaneeſes gencrally replyed, Thar if that 
were all the obſticle, ic mighr eaſily be remo- 
ved, for they procctted that they never gave 
the leaſt conicnc to the Hellander to pofleſſe 
their Jflands, bur char they voluntarily and 
violently cam? into their l{land without their 
pivety or conſent, and had oftentimes defi- 
red, but never received any Pawn, or Gage 
from them ; and beiides, the baſenefle of their 
actions deterr'd th-m frum doing any ſuch 
thing, neither would they ever condeſcend to 
any of thzir perſwaſtons ;. therefore they ear- 
neftly d-fired Captain Bal/ forthwith to ac- 
cept of their Pawn, and become their Pro- 
tetor; Captain Bu/! bring fſatisficd in his 
former doubt, became willing co accept the 
Pawn, to the great joy, and much comfort ot 
the aflifted Bandancejes, 

The Bardanceſes at the newes of Captaine 
Balls acceptance of thcir Itland, rouzd them- 
ſclv3 into a great allac: ity, returning bim as 

many 
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many thanks as could poflibly be imagined, 
withall telling him, that for his many civili- 
ties beſtowed upon them, they were bound by 
the tyes of friendſhip co requite them accor- 
ding to their beſt abilities, and that their lives 
and fortunes ſhould alwayes wait upon the 
Exglif : Captain Ball perceiving their inte- 
grity, and obſerving with how mvch ralicy 
they expreſſed themſelves, rold them , that in 
reſpeCt they had ſo voluntarily and freely 
thrown themſelves upon his proteRion, he 
would truly endeavour to defend and vindi- 
cate them from the fary of the Dutch, and that 
a ſhort time ſhould produce the effe&s of his 
intentions, to which purpoſe he reſolved 
forthwith to prepare three Ships, namely the 
Selomon, the Thomas, and the Texdance, to gore 


for Mucaſſu, thereto take in their loading of 


Riceand Rack, and foto ſtand for the Banda 
Iſlands; this forenamed Captain Ba!] congi- 
nued Prefident till the arrivall of Captaine 
Fourdan, wha came with Sir Thomas Dails Fleet 
ta the year 1618. at which time Capt. Ball was 
commanded home, nocithftanding we pro- 
reeded in cur Voyagezalthough the Dutch had 
made a protci againtt all the Engliſhmen and 
Ships that they could meer withall co the Eati 
ward of the Straits ot Defſelon, but we litcle 
regarding taas, keve 9n our courſe, arid in a 
! ſort 
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ſhort time anchored at Mucaſſe, and in three 
weeks after we were all ready to ſet Sayle 
from Mucaſſs, to the Straits of Deſſelou ; being 
atlaſt all fitted, we weighed Anchar, and ſer 
Sayle, having in our Ships about 80. Banda- 

* meeſes, whereof 40. was in the Ship called the 
Thoyas, in which Veſſel I my ſ{clf ſayled, our 
; Shipbeing the firſtthat arrived at (and went. 
| through) thoſe Straits, and yet never came

The next enſting year we fayled againe 
with Captain Fack-ox for Mucaſſ# in a fmill 
Pinnace of about 30o. or 40. Tun, called the 
Frances, and in her we alto had Bandaneeſes; 
ſo that year it pleaſed the over-ruling Provi- 
dence to ſend us ſafe with all our lading into 
a place called Puliorosn, where we reiterated 
the unſuccesfulneſs of our former years Voy- 
age; but our diſcretions invited us to tay 
with Seneca, Sera parſomonea in fundo eſt ; but 
having ſet our Bandaneeſes on ſhoar, and the 
Weſtwardly Months ſeaſon being ſpent, we 
forthwith ſtcered away for the liJand of Tid- 
dore, which was ſeated in the Mu"uckees, being 
arrived thither, we immecdiaccly began to 
make our bcſt Market of our goods, and fold 
all enr Rzce thar we could ſpare to the Spa- 
aiards, & the Tidderians, at as good a rate for 
ready money as we could dctirez And the 
King of that Lang aftcting one of cur Saxers, 
” KIT weinhroftit in Clopes, 
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Aefiring to have one er two more, but we 
could not convenicntly fpare chem , fo. we 
craved excuſe, having thas vended our Coms= 
modities, and ſtored our ſelves 'vith what we 
thought moſt convenient for our ue; in fix 
weeks after we weighed Anchor, and ftoud 
away for Ba#tar, and failed along the Saleve 
Coaſt, which is the back-fide of the Land. of 
Mucaſſe, where we put into a (mall Port, cal- 
Jed the Booboole, which we afterwards named 
the Ptrpkin-Bay,beeaule of its fertility in bea- 
ring of Pumpkins, for there we bought 500. for 
a taddam of Blue Befta Calico, which is Sarrat 
Cloth ; at the fame rate alſo we bought Hogs 
and brought them to our Boat; being thus 
victualled we forthwith ſct Sayle for Bantam, 
whiter the bleſſing of a favourable wind not 
long after brought us, though with a miſe-

Thom Dail had for ever beatcn the Dutch Jand 
demanded to have half of what was in the 
Caftle, men and all, relling Sic Thom Daz, 
that he conld rake the C:ftle withcnt his af- 
fiſtance; To which Sir 76-94 replyed, Thar 
the Kings demands were too unreaſonable to 
be | ny in reſpeCt that he could in no way 
anſwer it unto his Vaſter the King of England, 
for althouvh the Dutch had by their villanous 
and moſt deteſted ations ſo much unchriftian- 
ized theinſelvs, yet he dar'd not ſo much out- 
run his Commiition, as to deliver them to a 
Heathen ; To which a ſudden Reply was 
made, that Sir Th. Dail need not intiſt upon 


fuch a niccty, tur it che Drrch had conquered 
the 
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the Ezgliſh, it might well be im-gined thas 
the Dutch would have cafily and quickly con« 
deſcended to the Kings Propoſalls; to which 
Sir 7/0 44 returncd this anſwer . That the 
ation: of the Dutch were inſu cient rulcs ru 
him to walk by, for he could nut thirk is ex- 
pedient for him to at an evi!l, though it were 
licenſed by other mens coniciences, neither 
could he ſo much derogate from the P1inei- 
ples of his Religion, as to partronize ſo hain- 
ous a deed,fo detired excnle ; at which words 
the King, overwarm*d with paſſion, told Sir 
Thoms, That it he would nut incline himſelf 
to the former Propotalls, he ſhuuld forthe 
with draw vft his Artillery, and be gone, for 
he had ſtrength enough of his own to take the

Sir Thomas perceiving the intentions and 
reſoJjurſons of the King, rather then he would 
burthen his conſciense with ſuch a ſin, re-de- 
Iivered the Caſtle into the hands of the Dutch, 
wiſhing them to make the beſt defence they 
could for themſc]ves, withall, willing them 
to take notice that it was more his duty to 
God and his King, then their deſerts, that in-

tc ſedro them, that as often as he ruminated 
upon their bateneſs and cruell exattions to- 
wazxds the Engliſe, his thoughts were ſo mvch

tic*: You c«mplain of their uncerreGed la- 
ſcivicut'nreſs, end ſay, that they enforce your 
Wivc and daughters to be unwilling pre fti- 
mtes to their Juſts, yt you diſcwn that curb 
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which may reſtrain their Jeſciviouſneſs, thus 
ye make your ſelves more ſlaves, and them 
more Tyrants; for be aſſured, that if ever 
they prevail ſo much as to come among you 
(as Iam conhdent they will ſhortly endeavor) 
they will make you perpetually unhappy, in- 
ſomuch that your lives will be' greater bur- 
thens to you, then ever they were before ;, ſa 
I leave you, future time may ripen your be- 
liets, though preſent perſwations can finde no 
hacbour. 

Thus cur renowned Commander having 
treated this Heathen King, and found all his 
labour and and paines to be incffeQuall, for- 
ſook the place, and repaired to his Fleet 
where he was received vvith vvelcom and joy,

and if it ſhal be demanded why I had not then 
printed it, I ſhall (though bluntly) ſay, the 
reaſon is, becauſe then was then, and now is 
now; for in thoſe dayes our Nation was at 
peace with theDatch,and had1I then printed ir, 
I ſhould rather have incurr'd the rcpute of an

inflicted upon theſe poor Bandaxeeſes by thoſe 
Monfters of men, the Hellaaders, for no other 
cauſe nor ground, but becauſe their affetions 
were ſo generally and fervently exprefſcd to» 
wards the Ezgliſh, I ſhall therefore neither 
add, nor diminiſh, but truly and pun&ually 
relateas {ada truth as ever Villains aCftcd, or 


-Innocents endured. 


It has been formerly related how the Dutch 
in the year, 1620. put thoſe Lat: rians they 
could not take to flight. inforcing them to 
forſake their Towns and Houſes, and flye into 
the highcft hills in that Iſland of Laxtcre, nn- 
till they ſubmitted themſelvs to their terrible 
mercy, the Datch premifing them thar if they 
wonld ſpeedily ſubmit,they ſhould find them 
mercifull ; upon the hearing of this, theſe di- 
(treſſed people ſubmitted ( though ſome of 
them) with much temerity, in reſpe& they 


knew how cuſtomary it was for them to vio- 
Ip ate 
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Tate their promiſes, nay. their oathes,and how 
their pretended mercy was but the abſtra& or 
quintefcence of all rorments; theſenſe of this 
made them much miſtruſtfull of their mercy, | 
which indeed (the preceding diſcourſe wil} | 
tell us) they had much reaſon to doubt 
thereof. 

Theſe miſerable people having tendered | 
themſelves into the hands of their enemies, | 
were forthwith received with much joy and 
ſeeming allacrety, and immediately were 
tranſported to Aeree I{land, where being come 
the Hollander cauſed 400. of the chicfeſt of 
them to be pickt out, this being accordingly 
done, they cauſed them to waft: themſelves; 
after which Ceremony they provided Jarge 
Kore of the primeſt Proviſion they could get, 
and with much love and amity intreated them 
really perſ{waded of their free welcome, tel- 
ling them that they hoped the future time 
ſhould be ſpent in a more amicable way then | 
the former and as for theip parts, they hear- | 
tily wiſhcd, and defircd their ſafety and' wel- 
fare, and that they ſhould alwayes finde them 
very willing to befriend them againſt all op- 

oſers, and were heartily ſorry that they 
Hould ſo much diſtruſt them, as toflpe to the f 
Engliſh for relief ; bnt as they never much va- * 
Ined 1t, {o they would now ſtudy to _ it 
cfi- 
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defiring that all differences whatſoever mighe 
be ibſolucely compoſed, and alFtormer inju- 
rics and ditcourtefies wight be perpetuall 
oblitterated, to which intent. and purpoſe 
they had tranſported them thither, and pro- 
vided necflaries for their refreſhment. | 

Theſe Lantorians hearing with how much 
ſerenity, and (as they thought) candidn«fle, 
they delated their affitions, could not (as 
might well be imagined) but with much joy 
return them innumerable thanks for the ex- 
preſſions of their bounty, and the bounty of 
their expreſſions; for indeed they having 
been much time diftrefſed for want of provi- 
fion, could not but conceive themſelves to be 
very happy, finding ſo mnch plenty, where 
Facy might rarher have expcCted the abun- 

ance of ſufferings, then provitiens, in reſpe& 
of their former obſtcnancy, and oppoſition 
againſt them : 

Thus the cheerfull Lantorians fate diſconur- 
ling and feeding, being almoſt overjoyed for 
their happy and welcome c<ntertaigpment, not 
knowing how ſufficiently to retaliate ſuch 
over-grown courteſics : Their Feaſt being 
ended, the Patch and the Baxdaneeſes began to 
picky, « hich word being interpretcd, figni- 
fies talking, or diſcourſing ; the HcFazder all 
this while accoaſting them in a very civil and 

ant- 
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unuſuall manner,to the admiration and much 
comfort of the Bandaxeefes; but alas ! this 
ha _—_ proved ſhorter liv d then was cx- 
ed, 
" they had ſatisfied their appetices, and 
expreſs'd their thanktulnets to the Daich,chey 
repared themſelves for thcir departurc , but 
Be Dutch having (as it were)thus fatned them 
for the ſlaughter, told them, that they muſt be 
preſented with anuther courſe before they 
parted,ſo leading thi ro a Window,told them 
that rhey muſt walk to yonder Green place, 
and there receive their deaths trum the hands 
of th: ir Executioners, who were purpoſcly 
ovided to diſpatch chem ; this unexpe&:d 
Newes made ſuch a ſudden altcration in the 
countenances of the poor Lantorians,that they 
forthwith eryed out, O apetow! which is to 
fay, Oh what z this ! the Reader may judge 
what a terrour this unecxpeted Newes firuck 
©c their hearts, which buc even now were as 
Joyfull, as joy could make them, and no's b 
a fatall ſtroak are cut off from all their mirth, 
and frightned intoas much ſorrow, as is pc''= 
ible to be imagined; bus there is no remedy, 
neither the abundance of teares, nor their la- 
mentable aſpects, nor their reitterated entrea- 
ties couJd prevail, they are deſigned for de- 
KruCtion, and they muft dye, to' which pur- 
: pole, 
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poſe,they carried them to the place of Execu- 
tion, where they were cruelly received by the 
Faponeeſes, and leverally takcn and cat in the 
middlcs alive, their Qiarters being devided, 
they were ſent ſome to Lantore, and :ome to 
other places,and ſet them P in the ſtreets; was 
not this pure mercy , to diſpatch thoſe poor 
Creatures quick1y,that no more coſt nor char- 
ges might ariſc upon the maintenance of 
them ? and after ſuch fair and (ſeeming cour- 
teous entertainment, to exatt their lives for 
the payment of their Ordinaries; this Tragedy 
was ated in the Year 1621, fince which time 
(and 1 beleeve hardly before)was the like cru- 
elty heard of,neither was this the concluſion 
of their revenge, asTI ſhall ro my beſt endea- 
rour forthwith relte. 

In theſame year. 3621, theſe blood-thirſty 
men fcnt over to Pallarowe for the chiefeſt of 
the Inhabitants there, and after. perticular 
examinations of them, exccured, them; the 
11: ft that received his death was the chief Prieſt 
of Pullaroen, a man that I have often teen, and 
took more notice? of him then of any other of 
the Bandaxeeſes that ever happened into my 
knowledge, he was-a man of a very civil de- 
portm<1:t, delighting to be courteous both in 
his {pecch and carriage; and as for his perſon 
he excslled all the £z1danceſrs that everT obs 

ſerved 
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ſerved for properneſs ; this man they eom- 
manded ſhould be laid down,and then thould 
havea hole cut in his fide, ineo which hole 
_— commanded Gunpowder ſhould be.put, 
ſo ſetting fire to it, deprived the poor Prieft 
(in a moſt-miſerable manner) of his Tife, had 
Nero lived in thoſe times, ke might well have 
blufhc to {ce how muck he was vutvied by the 
Dutch, in Tyranny ; I do verily beleeve that 
the like was never heard before; and al- 
though theſe Pullaroneers were under our pro- 
teftion, yet we dared not ((in reſpeft of our 
ſtrength) to contradiCt thera, but permit them 
to murther theſe poor people before oup. faccs, 
fo that we perceiving how prevalent Tyran- 
nicall, ac anwaet Aos the Dutch were,in the 
Year 1622, left the B:zxdu Iflands , which the 
Dutch ever fincc puſſctle, and moſt unjuſtly and 
wrongfnlly enjoy ; one thing very -remarke- 
able, that I cannot bur relate, which is; 

In thoſeI(lands I have conſtautly ſeen an in-

Dutch Shipps 
ſtanding in for the ſame Port, the fight where- 
of made him confident that they intended no 
good to him, therefore he immediately gave 
order to pages , and hafted aboard, fully re- 
ſolving to fight it out to the laſt manyrather 
then to yield himſelf, Ships,and men, to the 
upmerciful hands of his approaching enemies, 
in the mean time the Dutch approaching nee- 
rer and neerer, at laſt ſummoned our Shipps 
ro deliver upon fajr Quarter, but Captain 
Fourden having like the Bee, Ingens ſpiculum, in 
anguſto corpore, a great heartin a little body, 
abſolutely refuſed to yield upon any eondi- 
tions whatſoever; but the Dutch, being un- 
willing (as they pretended) to ſhed blood, 
called out to our men, and told them, thar 
they knew little Captain Fourdex was there, 
and withall deſired them to perſwade their 
Captain to parley with them, that ſo they 
might forthwith prevent thoſe dangers that 
might accrew by the denyall of ſo civill e 
courtelie; Captain Fourden being informed 


of their deſires (being much in fury) againe 
refuſed, which {ti} made the Datch more im- 
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portumate to effe& their own ends, to which 
ns they againe defired him that he 


ould but ſhow himſelfe upon the Quar-: : 


ter Deck, and ſpeak with them, thar ſo by 
a faire complyance they might ſalve up the 
difference, and ſtop the <ffuliqn of blood , 
which muſt necds happen , if not timely pre- 
vented, at laſt Captain Jourden ( his paſſion 
being ſomething abated) thought thar the 
ſpeaking with them could not damnikfe bim, 
therefore went to the Qnarter Deck,and ſhew- 
himſclf to them,and after ſome words exchay- 
ged between them,Captain Jourden told therh, 
That he. knew the juftnefle of his Cauſe, and 
theinjuſtice of theirs, and was reſolved to 
fight it oat with them to the laſt man, the Ko!» 
lauder urging, That alas their ftrength was far 
greater then his, and it won!d be «ſteemed ra- 
ther deſperateneffe then trace Velour to fight 
upon ſuch odds; and moreover, that he would 
make himſelfguilty cf theblood of thoſe men 
that ſhou]d be {laine in the fight ; 
All theſe words, and vain perſwaſions © 
the Dutch ceonid no way alter the Reſolution 
of Captain 7onrer, he telling them, that he 
queſtioncd not his ſtrength , but waSreſolved 
to fight, and to leave the Shicceſs to God;Not- 
wirhſt:nding this; the Dutch, willing to bring 
their treacherous dcfign to paſſe, protrafted as 
much 
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much time as they could, till keeping hintin 
calke upon the Quarter Deck,cill ar length, '» 
musket ſhott from oue of the other ſkips kilted 
Captain Fourden in the place while they were 
in Parley,and at that very inſtant of time,whe- 
ther by trechery ,or accedent, I know not, our 
ſhip called the KHownd, was part of it blown up, 
and many of our men mortally hurt , which 
ſudden bufinefle, cauſed ſuch an amazement 
amongft our men, that they knew not for the 
preſent what to imagine; Firſt,they ſaw their 
Capmine treacherouſly flaine; Secondly,They 
ſaw part of the Hound blown up; and thirdly, 
they ſaw that the Dutch on a ſudden were pre- 
paring to come aboard , and being in this ſad 
condition, they were enforced to yeeld to the 
mercy of their Enemies, who having made 
them their captives,cauſed them (according ts 
their former uſe ) to be put into Bolts, not al- 


lowing us ſgmuch favour as they did to the 


Heathen , for they permitted them aftey they 
had taken thera, to walk too and fro with 4 
chaine,which is far more caſy , then tolie if 
heavy Belss of Iron; This is the favour we 
Eyglſh have received ſrom them, that we mnft 
either be troubled with a guard of Iro# hearted 
men to attend us, orelſe lye in Bolts of Iron, 
or in the Stocks; but 1 nes omitt to inforttie 
the Reader how the Ship called the Hound was 
conceived to be blown up, During
